Other records show my Malone ancestors 
buying land from these Robinsons and acting as Administrators or witnesses of 
wills or Inventories. As early as 1727 in Surry Co. my ancestor William Malone 
vas a witness to the Inventory and appraisement of estate of Christopher 
Robinson, Nathaniel Robinsan merried Vinifred, daughter of Robert Booth and 
they cold land to my ancestor, Willitme™ Malone in Sussex in 1763, The 

Bristol Parish Register shows that this Nathaniel Robinson was the son of 
Christopher and Sara Robinson, and was born in 1722, The name was often spelled 
Robertson end Rovvison, when refering to this same family. If the wills of

I am wondering if the James and Elisabeth Parham with daughter Frances, born 
1747, listed in Albemarle Parish Register, could be another Janes, and not ny 
Janes Brunswick. Did you find anything to indicate that Mary Parish was 
his second wife? I notice that the three brothers, James, John, William 
hed a sister Frances. Maybe their father was pamed James and their sister 
' Frances was the one born in 1747, Her brother “ames deted his will 1762, at 
whiok time the Frances born 1747, would have been fifteen years old. He 
mentiona that she is not married. I judge that they were grandsons of Matthew 
Parham or I should say one Matthew Perham, for there may have been more than 
one living contemporaneously. James mentioned 100 acres of land devised to 
Matthew Parham by last will of John Peterson of Iale of Wight. 


You sent me all of the will abstracts asked for except the one of Ephrain, 

the 3rd probated in Brunswick 1793. You probably abstracted it and overlooked it, 
when copying on your typewriter. I was especially anxious to find if he was a 
brother or son of my James Parham, My James may have been the son of Mphraim 
Parhem the 2nd, mentioned in the will of his father, Ephraim Parham in 1726. 
He could not have been the son of lewis, who wes unmarried in 1726, when 
Ephraim lst nemes a grandson James in his will, I am sending a doller to the 
Va. State library for the will of Ephraim Parhem, probated in Sussex County 
in 1763, The Albemarle Parish Register etates Ephraim Parham, aged 65, died 
April 2, 1763, certified by Nathaniel Parham (maybe hie grandson), so this — 
Ephraim was probably born in 1698, 80 could easily be grown and married and 
with a son named James, in 1726, when his father, Ephraim lst died. The 
Ephraim whose will is in Brunswick, probated 1793, may be the one who married 
the daughter of Richard Kyu, who makes a gift of two negroes to him in Sussex 
July 30, 1766. Could my James be a great grandson of the 1st Ephraim instead 
of grandson. 


T feel sure that the Frances Parham, widow whose will was probated in Brunswick 
county in 1744, was the grandmother of my James Parhams the widow, Frances 
Parham, named in will of Ephraim in 1726. Note she names the same three sons 
nemed by her husband- Matthew, Ephraim and Lewis and "my daughter's children” 
Her daughter was also named Frances and was the wife of Hinchea Mabury. Lewis 
was her youngest gon and she probably lived with him. Did she name any of her 
grand ohildren or did she give the Christian names of the wives of Bphraim and 
Matthew or of wife of lewis? As I wrote you before, Margery Gilliam, widow 
of John Gilliam and supposed to be daughter of first Henry Randolph, was the 
3rd wife of my first Henry Briggs. Her daughter Eligabeth married three times- 
a West ist, William Bevin 2nd and on 22 Oct 1685 "Francie Maybury married ye 
relict of Wm Bevin" end it was their eon Hinchea (Henshaw) Maybury, who 
married \Frances Parham, named in the will of her father, Ephraim in 1726.

7 Oct 1802. He married Ist Elizabeth Gee and 2ndly in 1763, the widow Jane 

( Parhan) Thweatt of Southampton county. Widow of fAlliam Thweatt and 

daughter of Ephraim Parham who died in 1763 and his wife Rebecca. It seems that all 
of their daughters married more than once, from the varied list of surnames of 

the grand children, named in the will of Rebecca Perham in 1790. 


William Thweatt married Jane Perham, spinster jn Sussex county Va. daughter of 
Ephraim Parham, Feb 10, 1755, Surety James Thweatt

I mailed a letter to you this morning and tonight J have been studying 
over the interesting items you recently sent me, and want to discuss some of 
them with you and ask you some questions, ae you probably have a clearer grasp 
of the situation then I have. 


I am wondering if the James Parham who married Rachel Batt and moved fron 
Prince George county to Isle of Might county was the brother of Ephraim (died 1726) 
or the son, It may be that Ephraim had only the three sons named in hie will 
in 1726 and also named in the will of Frances Parham, widow of Brunewick, who 
I feel fairly avvectas the widow Francesa named in his will and supposed to 

be a daughter of Lewis Green Sr. The fact that she mentioned her "Daughter's 
Children® makes me feel more sure, for Mra Draper wrote me that the daughter 
Frances died young and her husband Hinchea Mabury married again a widor~ 

Ann Courtney before Mar 27, 1751 and he died before Jan 6, 1763. In case you 
are interested to know the children of Hinchea and Frances (Parham) Marbury- 
they were Elizabeth who married ;b&fore 1737 John Pettway, Hinchea who 
married Celia Evans, daughter of Vin Evans3 Ephraim; Joshua who married 
lucretias and Nathaniel; Jane, Frances, Rebecca, William, Joel ( married 
Winifred Smith), Daniel ( married Elizabeth). 


Mrs Draper thinks that we are very close kin to the Browns and Mathews from 
records shw has- Surry county Book 1-334 has a deed of 230 acres from James 
Mathews Jr and Ann his wife to John Pettway, with the understanding that the 
land will descend to a child of his wife, Elisabeth ( daughter of Hinchea and 
Frances ‘arhem Mabury) dated March 2, 1737. Then on page 391 of sama book 
deted Nov 1737- John Brom and Mary his wife deed to Hinchey Mabury for 

five shillings 240 acres part of land granted to James Mathews Feb 8, 1722 and 
conveyed by him to John Brown and his heirs by deed of lease Oct 28, 1735. 


Records show that my Randolphs inherited land patented by Marmaduke Frown and 
we also find this record- in Surry Big Book 1715-30 page 186- 19 May 1719- 
Indenture between Charles Gilliem of Prince George Co. and Hinchea Mayberry 

for 600 lbs tobacco land on Nottoway River by a corner of tree of Marmaduke's 
Brown's land- witnesses ~ Lewis Green dr. James Matthews, Mary Green. 

Maybe the widow Mary Green married either James Mathews or John Brown; or 

Mary may have been a daughter of James Mathews and married first lewis Green Sr. 
and secondly, John Brown, damea Mathews must have been hie father, he had 
wife Ann and moved to North Carolina,

I had always thought that my James Parham was much older then he seems to be 
from records sent me. The James Parham who married Elizabeth Greenway in 
Greensville or Brunswick county in 1778, could hardly be his son, for his son, 
James was not of age in 1791, Then there is the James Parham, who left an 
Inventory in Amelia County in 1787. My James might not be the grandson named 

in the will in 1726, but probably was born a few years later, may be the son 

of Ephraim or lewis, Maybe the James mentioned in the will was the son of 
Matthew and the father of those three borthers- James, John and William in 
Brunswick and the father of the Frances born in 1746/7 and may be the one who 
went to N.C. for I do not believe my James was the one who lived in North Carolina.

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I am convinced that Mary was the wife of all of his children, for note that 
you eent me an indenture dated Nov"26, 1756 mentioning James Parham and Mary 
his wife, proving they were married soon after the death of her father; but 
it seems they were disposing of that grist mill in 1756, mentioned in the 
record dated Oct 7, 1742, which is 80 condensed I do not know whether Lewis 
Parham gave the mill to <James or sold it tow him. If the James Parham 
mentioned in 1756 ie the same as the one mentioned in 1742, he must be the 
Jemes named in the will in 1726, in order to be old enough to received a 
deed of gift from his uncle lewis Patham, as such gifts were seldom mede 
before a man was sixteen though they were probably made to small children 
under certain circumstances, 


The names of the children mentioned in James Parham's will are also very 
enlightening, for notice Sary Atkinson must be for Mary's mother, Sarah 
Perish; Mary Duke for Mary, herself, Rebecca for Ephraim Parhan's wife, 
Of course Frances was a Parham neme from earliest days. 


In the record dated Dec 27, 1760 ( practically 1761) where James Parham gives 
his son lewis a negro named Fate, would Lewie have to be 21 or gould be received 
euch a gift, when 16. I have been told that Virginia men matured so early 

that they often married at sixteen and were given their own plantations to 
manage at that age, so lewis pight really have been just 16 and so bern about 
1745/4653 but he could not be ‘the son of the wife, Mary, Of course that older 
James Parham might also have had a eon, lewis. 


You did not send me the dete of this record, 4a follows: - "James Parham ,of 
Brunswick for 120 lbs to lewis Parham of Prinée George, negroes Peter and Dick 
I am curious to know what the date of that record is, And you did not send 
date of the transaction between James Parham end Robert Ruffin of Dinwiddie, 


James Parham deed of gift to his son Natnaniel of two negroes Will end James 
Jan 25, 1790, must have been gust as the son came of age; and I do not imagine 
he had given lewis negroes, for he left him such a generous sum of money, 
Nathaniel and Lewls had evidently come of age, as they were made Executors in 
1790, I wonder if the sons lewis and Ephraim were dead in 1811, when Mary 
Parham left her entire estate to her two sons, Nathaniel and James W. Parham. 


Of course our first Parham ancestor in Va. named in the 1655 record was James 
Perham father of Matthew Parham and then in 1690, James Parham and Henry King 
patent a tract of land jointly near Monkeneck on the side of the Great Swamp. 
Then in 1717, James Parham of Prince George county conveyed to Joshua Poythress 
200 acres of land of Bayly's Creek adjoining Henry Batt. Then 1720 James Parham 
of Isle of Wight gives Lewis Green Jr. a power of attorney in Prince George 
county, Then Sep 10, 1720 Janes Parham of Isle of Wight had married Rachel, a 
daughter of Capt Henry Batt( 1714-28 Prince George Co, records) Then in 1726 
Ephraim Parham names a young grandson James Perham in hie will, 


Capt Hinchea Gillism and Natheniel Harrison owned land together in Surry in 
1701, and in the will of the former he speaks of land adjoining Benjamin 
Herrison. Mrs Fothergill wrote Mrs Draper that she thought the earliest 

James Parham had two sons Matthew and Jamea( who patented land in 1690) 

and a daughter Frances, who married Francia King in Henrico coumty before 1696 
She thought that Matthew had several children - Thomas, Ephraim, James, 
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Matthew, lewia and Edward ( that is the first Matthew mentioned as @ child 
of James in 1655, when Elias Holmes left him cattle for his schooling. She 
also thought that the first Matthew may have married a Cower(Core). 

Va. Mag. 2-280 names a George Holmes in James City Co. living on hand adjoin- 
ing John Johnson, granted for himself, wife Rebecca and servant Aug 4, 1635. 
Ya, Mag. 2-69 has @ John Holmes in Va. in 16225 and Ve. Mag. 1-256 gives will 
of Capt. Rogland probated 1656 who names legates "brother Thomas Holmes". 
This is especially interesting for this Capt Rowland married Alice, daught 

of Richard Eltonhead, and this Alice married 2ndly before 1657, Henry Corbin 
and they were ancestors of the Va. Corbins, Alice Eltonhead had a sister to 
marry a Parhem, Henry Parham, if I remewher correctly. 


oe yeneee what kin lewis Parham wes to William Green, who names him in his will 
1749. ', 

Amelia Co] was formed from Prince George Co. in 1734, 80 that James Perham in 
Amelia may have never left the old "stamping ground". 

From a record in Edward Pleasants Valentine Papers, a James Parham was living 
in N.C. as early es 1736 and made a deed of gift of land to Francis Exum 

of Southampton Co. Va. or rather Isle of Wight Co. lhe part that must have 
become Southampton as the will of Francis Exum was probated in the latter 
county in 1753, naming those.~Williamson sisters; arid James Parham in Brunswick 
wes surety for the marriage of Mary Parham to John Williamson in 1753. 


Had you noticed that Matthew Parham with child James born 1760 had wife 
Rebecca or Rebeckahs and Ephraim Parhem with children - Frances, Willien, 
Rebecca born between 1741 and 1752. also had a wife named Rebecca. 

Another record in Va. Mag, 15~-381-Brunawick county shows that in 1742, James 
Parham was in N.C. and land involved in lawauit was given to Joshua Clark. 
A James Parham was listed in first Poll List of Brunswick in 1748, also 
lewis Parham,

Va. county record by Crosier Vol. and shows that ‘illiam Parham Sr, was granted 
land in what 48 now Brunswick county in 1726 and Ephraim Parham, the 2nd was 
grented land in that section, 398 acres in 1728. 

It was Honry Parham who merried Elizabeth Eltonheed, sister of Alice, and a 
also slater of Agatha who married lst Ralph Wormley and 2nd Cuthbert Fenwick 
and there were several other Eltonhead sisters of these three, married to 
prominent men in Va. but I cannot locate my note.

I am enclosing a copy of the will of Ephraim Parham, who I am sure is the 
Ephraim Parham nemed in the will of his father, Kphraim Parham in 1726 and 
also named in the will of hie mother Frances Perham in Brunswick County in 
. 1740, will probated 1744. It is evident that he is the feather of Mlliian 
Parham whose will was dated and probated in Brunewick in 1780, naming mother 
Rebecce. I wonder if the Nathaniel Parham, whose will is probated in Sussex 
in 1795 wes hie other eon, Nathaniel. The will of hie widow, Rebecca Parham 
was probated in Sussex in 1790. At least I suppose that was his mother, but 
maybe not, there were so many named Rebecca. 


The Parish Register, states that this Ephraim Parham who died April 2, 1763 
was 65 years old, 50 he was born in 1698, and his brother Captain Katthew 
Parham‘was born four years earlier in 1694, according to the Parish Register, 
so both of them were near the age of thirty, when their father Ephraim died 
in 1726. Mes Draper has just sent me a very important record which she has 
obtained from some man in Washington D.C. who is trping to connect her Va. 
lineage with her English ancestors, Mrs Draper ie descended from Frances 
Parham ( sister of Ephraim who died 1763) who married Hinchea Mabury. This 
record proves that Ephra'm Parham who died in 1726 had two other sons- 

Green and James. Urs Draper has sent several genealogists to Surry and 
not a one of them found this record, except this man, It must be the settle- 
ment of the estate-

This Nicholas Smith was born between 1655 and 1659 and 
died 1719. I have an old note stating that Elizabeth widow of Thomas King, 
married Becondly Elisabeth { wife of Nicholas Smith) and had a sister Jane, 
whose husband wes Thomas Lene both sisters mentioned in azecord in 1693, 

as being daughters of Col. John Blood, deceased and sisters of Waters Flood. 


I guess it wes Ephraim Perham's ( died 1763) eon Nathaniel, who married 
9 Oct 1758 the widow Celia (Pettway) lee, Was he the same fethantel Parham, 
who married Feb 10, 1769, Rebecca, daughter of Willian Parham? 


Henry Gee married Frances Parham 16 March 1759, These were both mentioned 
dn the will of Ephraim in 1763. 


I wonder whose son was Willian Parham, who married Mary Stevens, daughter of 
Edward Stevens, Sep 18, 1755. A long list of children belonging to them is 
in the Register- Elizabeth, lewis, William, Thomas John, Stevens, Frances 
( born 1765) and I feel sure these were the three brothers in Brunswick with 
sister Frances, although one ofthe brothers was James, instead of Thomas; 


but there was probably @ brother Jemes not listed in Register. 


I feel sure from the list of children of Nathaniel and Celia Parham, that 
he must have been the son of Ephraim ( died 1763) for the Register has 
Lewis, Mary, Ephraim. 


Of course the children of Ephraim ( died 1763) given in Register between 
1741 end 1752 are incomplete- Frances born 1741, William born 1744/5, 
Rebecca born 1752. Lae Nicholeon wrote me that tre James Parham, who died 
in Sussex with will probated Oct 3, 1793 was the son of Nathaniel and Celia 
Parham. In will he names @ brother William Parham, his wife's brother John 
Graves and a daughter 


Do you think the Mary Parham, who died 1912, leaving ell to sons Nathaniel 
and James W. Parham, was the widow of my James Parham? If so she must have 
been the mother of hathaniel, who was one of the older children, if not the 
oldest of my James Parham. 


Since Mary was the wife of James Parham in 1760, she may have been the mother 
of my Frences, for she may have married Yames Parham soon after her father's 
death in 1754, June, or at least after will was filed on that date. My 
Frances may have been quite young, 13 maybe, when she married Peter Randolph, 
for her father did not give her the negro Fanny until May 29, 1775; and this 
may have been soon after her marriage. The earliest birth of a child of Peter 
and Frances (Parham) Randolph in Albemarle Parish Register, was 

Nancy, daughter of Peter Randall end Frances, his wife, born June 10, 1774, 
christened Dec 13, 1774, Godparents, “ethew Larham, Wary Jarrett, Priscilla 
Northington. 


This was probably the! r oldest child and so they hardly married before 1773, 
the year after the death of the father of Peter. I have always felt dubious 
about Feter being born in 1750 and his wife three years earlier. You know 
Nancy above, was the one who chose Nathaniel Farham her guardian, instead of 
the Robert Jones, her father named in his will in 1786. Therecord stating 
her chosing is in Brunswick Countyy published in Edward Pleasants Velentine 
Papers. 


This William Yarham who died in Brunswick in 1780, 1s evidently the son of 
Ephraim and Rebecca Parham; and Nancy, daughter of my Peter Randolph was 
probably also named for this Nancy lucas or at least they have been named 
for some other Nancy lucas, Note the Nathaniel Dunn and iiinchea Mabry, 

both close kin to my family. The will of his mother, Rebecca Parham 
probated in Sussex Feb 4, 1790, names daughter Yane Mason and grand children 
named- /abry, Mason, Gee, Wyche, Tatum, Dunn, Lewis, Executor- gon in law 
John Mason; witnesses N. (or i) Harrigon, Eliz.

It was in Dec 1793 that Nancy Randolph orphan of Peter Randolph chose 
Nathaniel Parham, her guardian, gt which time si.e was nineteen years old. 
In the Albemarle Parish Register there are children by three named Matthew 
yetween 1739 and 1760 ~ wives -Susannah, Martha and Rebécca. 

Probably first two were wives of the same Mathew Parham. 


I am intensely interested in that Joel Parish, for tnat name has come down 

in three of four generations in the Parish family, which intermarried with 

my Norvells, Hills. Thomas Norvell, older borhter of my Spencer Dawson Norvell, 
married Mary Dawson in 1768 and secondly Judith Parish in 1779. 

Mary Hill married Moses Parish 1761; Nathaniwl Hill merried Nancy Parish 1767; 
Joel Parish married Eliz Hill 1757, All close kin to my Frences Hill who 
married Spencer Norvell 1770~- el] of these marriages in Sy.James Norbhan 
Parish, Goochland. In the next generation Joel Parish married in Lunenburg 
county. Susannah Maury in 1788, sister of Mary Ann who married Metealf de 
Graffenried, both these Maurys descended from the Fontaines. 

My ancestor John P. Norvell (son of Spencer) moved into Tennessee with 

these two couples and theyl lived on adjoining plantations in Alabama leter, 
where another Joel Parish married into the Saunders (Sandys) family. 


I hope I can get it all straight some day, but most of all I want to find the 
parents of my George Randolph, who died in Surry in 1711. If you should ever 
get @ hint of who hea may be, please let me know 80 I can send a check for the 
required records to prove it. I feel very sure that elfher he or his wife 

were close kin to my Wynne family, I have spent so much money in those counties 
and seem to make such slow progress that I em getting discouraged, end about 
ready to give up. = have not yet had any report from the Colonial Dames on my 
Wynne-Malone- Chappell- Randolph line, If they do not accept it, I shall be so 
disgusted that I probably will give up genealogy and teach music again. 

I have not been to the library here recently as I have had no orders for work 
for some time, and am wondering if you have ever published your last collection 
you were working on. Miss Rowell told me she intended to get a copy when it 
was published. I am anxious to see it.
